Shipbuilding and . shipping are 
industries which contribute large- 
ly towards: the prosperity of a 
country. ‘I.will, therefore, lay out 
this shipyard thoroughly ‘edlicient 
and I hope it will, like a barometer, 
show better days for. shipbuilding 
and shipping in China in general 
and for the country in particular. 
’ The organization of this ship- 
yard can only be made step by 
step under careful panne mnent to 
thorough efficiency, and [ 
sure you that in all that is in my 
power to do, I shall never leave any 
stone unturned because I feel con- 
fident that where: there is a really 
sound, organization, © European 
countries will never. refuse co- 
operation, patronage’ and even 
‘financial support in case of need.
